Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 


HOUSING ; During  the  year  20  Council  Houses  were  completed 

and  14  Private  Houses  making  34  in  all.  ut  the  end  of  the  year 
60  Council  Houses  and  12  Private  Houses  were  under  construction. 


RURiX  HOUSING  SURVEY:  Owing  to  other  heavy  commitments 

progress  in“LErs  respect~has  been  slow. 

total  of  423  houses  were  categorised  in  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1947,  making  a total  of  1247  Inspected. 


SEWERiXE  iiND  SEWaGE  DISPOS^X;  Parishes  urgently  requiring 
sewerage  schemes  are  'Teal by ,'  Osgodby,  Waddingham,  Snitterby, 

Keel  by  and  Nettle  ton. 

Of  these  the  Tealby  scheme  was  approved  during  the  year  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  a starting  date  is  awaited. 

Schemes  for  Osgodby,  Waddingham,  and  Snitterby  ana  Keelby  are 
being  prepared  as  a priority  measure  for  submission  to  the 
Mini stry . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION;  During  the  year  the  existing  contracts 
for  refuse  anE  night -Eoil  collection  have  been  terminated  and  a 
direct  labour  scheme  is  now  in  operation  with  Council  labour  and 
vehicle  in  the  three  Parishes  Caistor,  Ifettleton  and  Keelby. 

This  service  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory  and  useful 
data  and  experience  has  been  gained  towards  the  expansion  of  this 
servi ce . 


RODENT  CONTROL:  The  Council  join  with  Brigg  Urban  District 

Council  MaYEeT^Rasen  Urban  District  Council  in  employing  a 

full-time  operator. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  this  sphere  especially  on _ 
control  of  sewers,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips. 


GENERAL  REMARKS:  The  large  amount  of  docum^ant  at  ion  and 

records  required  in  the  execution  of  duties  in  conno-ction  with 
Civil  Building  Control  and  Town  and  Country  Planning  precludGs^ 
the  carrying  out  of  much  routine  inspection  work,  that  one  would 
like;-  cowsheds,  sPiops,  food  premises,  etc. 

During  the  year  for  example,  492  building  licences  were 
issued,  and  192  separate  applications  with  deposited  plans,  eta,, 
were  made  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts. 
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An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  joined  the  staff  in  May, 
1947,  and  much  useful  work  has  been  completed. 

One  junior  female  clerk  has  been  added  to  the  establishment 
beinging  the  total  to  two  clerks. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES;  172  cases  v^ere  notified  during  the 
year  as  against  176  Tn  T946  and  3B3  in  1945. 

Measles  remained  level  at  114  cases  as  against  111  for  1946. 
Whooping  Cough  has  shown  a marked  drop  over  the  last  three  years 
from  56  in  1945,  to  13  in  1946  and  only  7 cases  in  1947.  Scarlet 
Fever  has  remained  fairly  steady  at  32  cases  as  against  29  in 
1946.  Pneumonia  totalled  6 notifications  in  194'^. 

Diphtheria  notifications  were  6 in  number  but  of  these  four 
were  children  from  an  Institution  all  of  whom  were  really  nasal 
carriers  and  not.  true  .cases.  None  of  these  had  been  immunised. 
TlEe  other  two  cases  were  adults. 

243  children  were  immunised  for  the  first  time  during  the 

year. 

Re-immunisations  amounted  to  50. 


GENERAL  HEALTH;  This  has  remained  satisfactory.  There  were 
no  epidemics  of'ilmLer  born  diseases. 

The  routine  examinations  in  the  schools  revealed  no  change  for 
the  worse  in  their  nutritional  state.  Skin  diseases  again  showed 
a decrease.
